5 ee judges and the clergy of 
Connecticut appear to have 
gonehandin hand. The clergy 
have fet the example of dining at 
the expence of the ftate. i hey 
have femi-annual dinners which 
coft the {tate one hundred doliars. 
The judges at the expence of the 
ftare, have dined together daily. 
including Sundays, the expence of 
which, with all the appendages, 
wines, &c is not yet precifely af- 
ecertained. But we fhould fuppofe 
a pretty handfome fum. The mo- 
tives of both thefe re/pefable claf- 
fes of Connecticut Citizens for put- 
ting the flate to the expence of /eed- 
ing them, befides’ paying them a 
fixed compenfation allowed by law, 
are much the fame. The clergy 
prefume it neceflary to meet to- 
gether twice a year, to confult of 
ihe belt means of adminiftering the 
word of God to their flocks. And 
asthe public good requires thefe 
learned confultations, and as meet— 
ing together would afford them 
little plealure, without geod eating 
lrinking, itis no more than rea- 
fonable that the ftate, for whofe 
good they graciou/ly a([emble fhould 
de fray their expence, The judg- 
es fay it is neceflary that they meet 
together to give uaiform expofi- 
tions of their laws, to arrange fuit- 
able plans for expediting public bu: 
finefs, but that it is not befs neceffa- 
7y that they have geod dinners, and 


that too at the expence of the (tate, 
whether /egai or illegal, Accor— 
dingly, for a number of years back 
they have becn in the “ habit” of 
dining at the expence of the {late, 
and of receiving 84 cents per day, 
over and above the compenfation 
allowed them by law, and in direés 
violation of it. Our correfpondent 
informs us that it was judge Bull,a 
republican, who firft expofed this 
plundering of the pub‘ic treafury, 
and that it was by this means that 
Judge Seymour was detected by 
Col Caldwell. But the greatef 
fcene of iniquity was expoled be- 
fore the Legiflature on the queftion 
of the re-appointment ot thofe 
“ jult Judges.” 

it appears that the Legiflature 
appoints the judges annually, eut 
of a Jift of nominations made by 
the different counties. Andasthe 
great body of the citizens, always 
honeft in their intentions, had no 
knowledge of the predatory fyftem 
the judges had purfued, and could 
not fuppofe that thofe who were 
appointed to adiinifter, would be 
the firft to violatethe laws.— Thus 
fituated, they again nominated 
thefe ‘‘ friexds of order,” to be 
their judges. The bufinefs there. 
fore éiaed before the legiflature, 
Fudge Seymour was the firft perfon 
selena to the lepiflature for ap- 
pointment. Here Mr. Wolcot,the 
inflexible republican (not the ex- 
fecretary) arofe, and after expofing 
the crimes of which he had beer’ 
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guilty pointed outthe improprie=- 
ty of re-appointing him, Some of 
the federal legiflators obferved, 
that if he had particular objections 
againil the re-appointment of judge 
Seymour, it would be well to pa/s 
dim over tor awhile, and proceed 
to the confideration of fome other 
perfon. Mr. Woicot, like Cicero, 
acculing Cataline in the Roman 
declared that he had no 
miore objections to judge Sey mour 
than the reft; that they were aé/ 
Shieves, and 
plundering the treafury. Here 
judge Porter arofe, and faid he 
would make a candid confeffion. 
Be fcemed to labour under fevere 
compunction ef conicience. He 
declared that the judges were al- 
lowed by jaw two dollars per day, 
audthe chief judge two dollars 
od a hali—that it was true they 
ad been in the “ habit”’ of char- 
ing their dining expences te the 
aie, which had been regularly 
eid at the treafury, and of receiv- 
s,84 cents per day, both 
which were evidently againit 
law ! Here a profound filence toek 
place, which was not interrepted 
$or ten minutes, when Mr. Pitkin, 
z vonage federal lawyer, arofe to 
extenuate theoffence. He appear- 
ed as every man would ina fmi- 
far fitwation, extremely embarraf- 
ed, but he neverthelefs attempted 
to extenuate the crimes. He are 
gered that, becaufe the judges had 
be en in the “habit” of doing thofe 
ings feveral years, notwith iftand- 
ihey were pointedly forbidden 
itting ftatute, they had be- 

‘‘common law ;” 
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sreatary sjhave been very “ common 
indeed |!” The contemptible quib- 
bles of this filly young man, brings 
to our minds, a remembrance of 
the manner in which Sir James 
Marriot,endeavoured to prove,dur- 
ing the American revolutioa, that 
the Unired States were fairly re- 
prefented in the Euglifh Parlia- 
mens. He obferved, ‘that the 
North American Colonies were 
not virtually, but adfyal/y repre- 
fented in the British Parliament : 
fince thofe colonies, by the origl- 
nal yrants and charters, were con- 
fidered as a part of the manor of 
Ealt-Greenwich, in Kent; and 
consequently, by the very nature of 
the tenure, were actually reprefent- 
ed by the Knights of the Shire, for 
the county ef Kent.”* 


Such is the logic by which the 
people of England are held in fla- 
very, and fuch the reafoning by 
which the argumentative Mr. Pite 
kin, endeavoured to Jefen the 
crimes of thefe picas judges of Cons 
necticut ! 

The queftion for reappointing 
the deprecators was negatiyed, 
Tewards the clofe of the feffion, 
however, it was taken up in the 
higher houfe and carricd}+ ; was 
afterwards fent to the aflembly, 
where it was alfo carried by a 
fmal] majority ! 


Thus thefe friends of order are 
Rill the judges to adminifier the 
laws of Conaccticut !

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Orig and Properties of the 
CAP or LIBERTY 
f¢ Ne ancient Romans pener= 
ally went with their heads 
bare, or inrain or cold weather 
sovered them with the corners ef 
their toga, or robe. Ceafar, their 
frt emperor, having a bald head, 
covered it with laurels, as did the 
late Marquis of Granby, from the 
fame caufe. Indeed the ancients, 
when either eld or infirm, indul- 
ged themfelves with wearing a 
cap. As age was then honourable, 
fo caps became marks of honour ; 
as nene could be then deemed 
hononrable who were not free, the 
cap, by degrees, became the badge 
of freedom ; and when a flave was 
made afree man, he had a cap 
given tokim, whichhe was per- 
mitted to wear in public. 

The Pileus, or cap of liberty, 
is qaite fimple in its form, com- 
mon in its texture, and of a whit- 
ifhcolour. Itisin the form of a 
fagar loaf, broad at the bottom, 
ending like a cone. This prefi- 
gures that freedom ftands on the 
broad bafis of humanity ; and it 
runs up to a pyramid, the emblem 
of eternity ; to fhew it enght to 
laft forever. It is fimple, for l?b- 
erty is, in itfelf, the moft fhining 
ornamentofman. It hath no gil- 
ded trappings, which too often 
mark the livery of dCefpotifin. 
It is made of woo!, to fhew that 
liberty is the birth-right of the 
fhepherd as well as of the fenator ; 
and that although fhepherds may 
lawfully fheer the fheep they pro- 
tect, they ought not to fkin them, 
that being the employment of the 
butcher. Laftly, the cap of liber- 
ty is whitith, the native colour of 
the wool undyed. This demon- 
firates that it fhould be natural, 
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without deceiving glofs, unfpotted 
by faction, and unftained by tyran= 
ay.”

To prevent this 
calamity, the bill of rights is con- 
tinoally reminding you, that “ e 
le&tions ought to be free and fre~ 
quent,” and that a rotation in the 
higher departments of government, 
is one of the belt fecurities of per- 
manent freedom, 
CONNECTICUT, July 24.
